1963 in connection with another case under section 147/323, I.P.C., by 
Ranaghat G.R.P., (2) Shri Atul Chandra Sardcr* Gardener. The third 
name is Shri Sunil Chakraborty. G.D.A. The nature of complaints is 
that on 15th November 1965 at about 7-15 p. m. the Station 
Master, Kalyani Railway Station, intimated over 'phone that one 
fern lie passenger wi> found in a pool of blood in the ladies* compart- 
ment of Kalyani Local Train. On identification it was proved 
thit the deceased was Sra. Anowara Khatoon, Staff Nurse of the 
Kanchrapara T. B. Hospital. The following steps were then taken. 
The G. R. P. S., Ranaghat, immediately took up investigation and 
arrested the three accused persons on 16th November 1965 u/s 302 
iGRPS Case No. 26* dated 16th November 1965). The accused have been 
placed under suspension. Investigation by the Police is proceeding. 

Dr. Narayan Chandra Roy ; Are you aware that in 1962 some 
cases of robbery, decoity and certain other cases were lodged with 
the Superintendent of Police against some of these people ? 

Shrimati Purabi Mukhopadhyay ; No. The activities were mostly 
done under the influence of liquor. Cases lodged with tlic Police 
but they were acquitted by the Court. So. we had to reinstate them 
according to rules as no case of robbery or decoity was found against 
them. But there are two cases where I find that the Railway Police 
made a complaint against theft of some coal and other things from 
the Railway yard. These cases are still pending and hence they are 
placed under suspension. 

Dr. Narayan Chandra Roy : Are you aware that a complaint was 
made on the floor of the House when Dr. B. C. Roy was alive that 
some of these people were seen drunken and shouting at the women s 
ward with abusive language ? 
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Shrimati Purabi Mukhopadhyay : I have already told you about 
three cases where some people under the influence of liquor were seen 
to be misbehaving inside the compound of the hospital and even the 
ward and these cases were lodged with the Police. But ultimately 
they were acquitted by the Court. So we had to take them back. 

Dr, Narayan Chandra Roy : These people, under the influence 
of liquor, went into the hospital, the female ward, and were shouting 
with abusive language. The authorities had to take note if it. So, 
did the Health Department think it proper to reinstate them ? 

Shri Purabi Mukhopadhyay : You should consider the legal 
position. When a case goes to the Court and if the person is not 
convicted of any oflFence and if the Court acquits him honourably, 
then Government have to take him back. Though I do not want to 
take him back the rule stands otherwise, and if I do not take him 
back I will be hauled up. 

Dr. Narayan Chandra Roy : Arc we aware that these people were 
imported to Kanchrapara to break the union there which they did ? 
In 1962 when people were hammered and thrown out of the ward, 
people belonging to the opposite union were aquitted by the Court 
and transferred to diflFercnt places of Bengal. Under the orders 
of Dr. B. C. Roy I told them to please obey his orders, and one 
Shrimati Milan Bala Saha was recommended for reinstatement. Still 
she was not reinstated. People who were found to be innocent were 
thrown out. They did not get their job and were transferred out of 
Kanchrapara, What the cause of difference in these cases ? 

Shrimati Purabi Mukhopadhyay : I do not bother to know who 
were the political parties forming unions inside the campus of the 
hospital. I am only concerned with the welfare of the patients and 
administration of the hospital. If any employee misbehaves he will 
be punished -in fact, he has been punished — and no political conside- 
ration can change the decision of the Government.

Dr. Narayan Chandra Roy ; Do you think that shouting inside the 
wards by those who were not convicted by the Court is safe for the 
womenfolk there 7

Shrimati Pprabi Mukhopadhyay : We have taken them back 
since they have been acquitted by the Court. 
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Dr. Narayan Chandra Roy : But why did you take action against 
those who were not punished and acquitted by the Court in other 
corners of the country ? 

Shrimati Purabi Mukhopadhyay : Of course, wc tranferred all 
of them. Only two cases pending. Among this group wc arc 
going to transfer all of them as early as possible. In the context 
of the judgment of the Court wc connot dismiss them. 

Dr. Narayan Chandra Roy : Don’t you think chat there is 
differentiation ? 

Shrimati Purabi Mukhopadhyay ; There is no question of diflFcrcn- 
tiation. As soon as they were acquitted, wc had to reinstate them. 
All of them were transferred. We could not transfer only two 
cases because there was no vacancy in nearby hospital and because 
their wives were lying ill in the hospital. I think it is better not to 
transfer the husbands to other hospitals. 

Dr. Abu Asad Mohammed Obaidul Ghani : The Hon’blc Minister 
has stated that the whole thing took place under the influence of 
liquor inside the wards, it appears that the liquor was freely used by 
hospital staff. If it is so, these people roamed about all the wards 
and inside the hospital under the influence of liquor, apart from the 
conviction of the Court. Cannot the hospital authorities take steps 
against such irregular behaviour and to prevent recurrence of these 
things ? 

Shrimati Purabi Mukhopadhyay : I do not know whether liquor 
is being freely used inside the hospital. The doctors, at least the 
members of this House, may know. In some of the quarters sometimes 
it was found that the liquor was being used freely inside the campus 
and we have to take the help of Excise Department and also Anti- 
Rowdy Section Officers to take charge of these cases. But we 
cannot take any step in regard to cases which arc not convicted in 
the Court. 

Dr. Narayan Chandra Roy : Do you think the people will consider 
it safe to put their womenfolk in a hospital where the G.D,A. 
are permitted to roam about drunken and shouting with daggers 
and no action is taken just because the Police has said that no 
action is to be taken 7 
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Shrimati Purabi Mukhopadbyay : The question is a distortion of 
fact because the Police said that no steps could be taken as they 
were acquitted of the oflFence by the Court. There is a lot of 
difference between police report that no action can be taken and the 
Court not convicting the accused person, It is a very sorry 
state of affairs and as Health Minister I want to take very 
strong action.

Me. Speaker ; Honourable members, before I come to the next 
clause I will give my ruling. 

On the 12th Movember last Shri Sambhu Charan Ghose. after moving 
his motion for leave to introduce his Bill in Bengali entitled 

raised a question of privilege in 

connection with that Bill. 

Referring to provisions of sub-clause (b) of clause (1) of article 
348 of the Constitution Shri Ghose pointed out that the authoritative 
text of a Bill, to be introduced in a House of the State Legislature shall 
be in the English language and an English translation of the Bill shall be 
published, according to clause (3) of that article, in the Official Gazette 
under the authority of the Governor, As his Bill in Bengali has neither 
been translated in English for an authoritative text nor published in the 
Official Gazette with an English translation he complains that there has 
been a breach of privilege. Shri Apurba Lai Majumder has raised a point 
of order in the same connection. His contention is that no Bill in 
Bengali can be brought forward in this House, as no law banning the 
continuance of English under the proviso to article 345 has yet been 
passed. 

Dealing with the question of privilege raised by Shri Sambhu 
Charan Ghose, I find tha’t article 348 l)(b) provides that the 
authoritative texts of all Bills to be introduced in the State Legislature 
shall be in the English language, while 348 (3) provides that an English 
translation of all Bills introduced in the State Legislature shall be 
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published io the Official Gazette under the authority of the Governor. 
Obviously there is a deference between the two expressions, “to be 
introduced” and "introduced”, used in the above two clauses ; but it is 
to be noted that the provision in clause (3) will prevail “notwithstanding 
anything contained in sub-clause (b) of clause (1)”. This would 
apparently mean that the English translation under the authority of the 
Governor is to be made after the introduction of Bills. Further, I am 
not in a position to appreciate as'to how the rights and privileges of 
honourable members, generally, and, in particular that of Shri Ghose 
asking for leave to introduce bis Bill, are affected by the non-publication 
of its English translation before introduction at this stage. The practice 
generally followed in the State Legislatures of Uttar Pradesh, Madhya 
Pradesh and Bihar, in respect of Private Members' Bills, is to publish 
the authoritative English text, in the Official Gazette after introduction. 
In the circumstances I am unable to uphold the point of privilege taken 
by Shri Ghose. 

L 5-55—6-7 p. m. ] 

Dealing with the point of order raised by Shri Apurba Lai 
Majumdar, I find that section 3 of the West Bengal Official Language 
Act, 1961, which has been brought into force from the 26th January, 
1965, expressly authorises the use of Bengali in Bills introduced in the 
State Legislatures while section 4 of that Act allows the continuance 
of English for the same purpose. It is a provision in accordance with 
the first paragraph of article 345, which authorises the State Legislature 
by law to adopt Bengali, a language in use in the State, as the language 
to be used for all or any of the official purposes of the State. The 
proviso to article 345 has a different purpose ; it allows the continuance 
of English for so long as the State Legislature does not provide other- 
wise by law ; that is to say, it authorises the State Legislature to pats 
a law discontinuing the use of English. This the State Legislature 
has not yet done. There is thus no case of infringement of article 345, 
as contended by Shri Majumdar. I am, therefore, of the opinion that 
there is no substance in the point of order raised by Shri Majumdar. 
The consideration of the notice of Shri Ghosh for leave to introduce 
his Bill couched in Bengali language may, therefore, proceed. 

'Regarding the other point of privilege taken up by Shri Sambbu 
Charan Ghosh on the 19th November last, in connection with his Bill, 
his contention is that there has been a breach of privilege as the 
Governor failed to exercise the power conferred upon her under rule 
66 of the Rules of Procedure of this House, since she did not order the 
publication of the members’ Bill in the Official Gazette before intro- 
duction. He has further contended that there has been an arbitrary

discrimination between a Private Member's Bill and a Government Bill 
in asmuch as the former is not published in the Gazette while the 
latter is usually so published under rule 66, and that such discrimination 
has resulted in the violation of article 14 of the Constitution. 

The rule 66 of the Rules of Procedure of this House reads as 
follows : 

"The Governor may order the publication of any Bill (together 
with the Statement of Objects and Reasons and the Financial 
Memorandum, if any, accompanying it) in the Gazette, 
although no motion has been made for leave to introduce 
the Bill. In that case it shall not be necessary to move for 
leave to introduce the Bill, and, if the Bill is afterwards 
introduced, it shall not be necessary to publish it again.” 

From the first part of the said rule it will appear that the power 
reserved to the Governor is not obligatory and the word ‘may’ has hence 
been used. Hence, the fact that no order has been given by the Governor 
for publication of the said Bill at this stage does not involve any 
question of privilege. In the latter part of the said rule it is provided 
that in the event of an order being given by the Governor for the 
publication of any Bill in terms of the provision contained in the first 
part of the said rule it will not be any longer necessary to move for 
leave to introduce the Bill and if it is afterwards introduced, it shall 
not be necessary to publish it again. In the instant case once leave is 
granted the Bill will be published in the Official Gazette. I, therefore, 
field that there is no question of privilege involved in this present case.

The assembly met in the Legislative Building. Calcutta, on 
Friday, the 17ch December, 1965^ at 1 p.m.

Mr. Chairman : Honourable Members, before we commence the 
day’s business, I am to refer to the passing away of the great literary 
luminary. Somerset Maugham. * When he visited India it was not the 
Taj or the temple at Madura which impressed him. He was moved 
by the picture of the Indian peasant. He said, “It was the peasant, 
terribly emaciated, with nothing to cover his nakedness but a rag 
round his middle, the colour of the sun-baked earth he tilled ; the 
peasant shivering in the cold dawn, sweating in the heat of the noon, 
working still as the sun set red over the parched fields, the starveling 
peasant toiling without cease in the north, in the south, in the east, in 
the west, toiling all over the vastness of India, toiling as he had toiled from 
father to son back, back for three thousand years when the Aryans had 
first descended upon the country, toiling for a scant subsistence, his 
only hope to keep body and soul together. That was the sight that 
had given me the most poignant emotion in India.”

(b) (i) Twcnty«thrcc co-opcrativc societies have been appointed 
as D.P. agents in the Sadar subdivision of the Burdwan district. 
The list of names is placed on the Library Table. 

(ii) No direct financial assistance by way of working capital 
has been given by Government to these societies. An arrangement has 
been made for the advance by the Burdwan Central Co-operative Bank 
Ltd. of loan not exceeding Rs.l lakh per society for the purchase of 
paddy under the guarantee of the State Government. A Government 
officer has been appointed to act as Executive OflBcer of each of the 
societies at Government cost At tho^^e purchasing centres where the 
societies have no godowns of their own, they may hire godowns in 
connection with the paddy procurement programme with the permission 
of the S.D Os. Each society may be given subsidy for hiring godowns 
at the rate of Rs.50 per month per godown, the total subsidy per 
godown not exceeding Rs.200. 

(iii) The scheme of paddy purchase by co-operatives may be said 
to have started from 5ch November 1965 The co-operative institutions 
under the scheme started purchase of paddy on diflFerent dates according 
to circumstances.

(1) The agents will select their own wholesalers and the 
wholesalers their own retailers including consumers Co- 
operative Societies functioning in the area and will forward a 
list of such wholesalers and retailers to the Subdivisional 
Officer, District Controller and Subdivisional Controller, 
Food and Supplies, Midnapore. It should be seen that no 
retailer of any area is deprived of bis quota or a group of 
retailers get the entire quota at the cost of other retailers. 

(2) The agents and wholesalers will submit weekly returns 
for the week ending Sunday showing opening balance, 
receipt (with details), sales (wholesaler/dealerwise) and 
closing balanc"! to the officers noted above on the following 
Mondayi 
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(3) The agents and wholesalers will not transfer any stock 
of kerosene oil from one subdivision to another without 
obtaining prior permission from the District Magistrate 
or the District Controller, as the case may be. 

(4) The agents and wholesalers will keep a reserve stock of 
20 per cent, (twenty per cent.) to meet the requirement 
of priority consumers, e.g., hospitals, jails, Police, Electrical 
Department.

Mr. Chairman : The Minister-in-charge of Refugee, Relief and 
Rehabilitation Department will please make a statement on the subject 
of mass scale desertion of East Pakistan refugees from Maharastra now 
staying at Howrah Station and road-side railway stations — Called 
attention by Shri Gopal Banerjee on the 15th December, 1965, 

Shrimati Ahha Maiti ; The State Government is aware of desertions 
from Maharastra camps. 1,362 persons from Chanda and Babupeth and 
245 persons from Bhadrabati camps have reached Howrah Station till 
17th December, 1965, At the moment none of them continues to stay 
in Howrah Station. They have dispersed to different destinations and 
the State Government has no further information about their where- 
abouts. Some responsible officers of my Department have been directed 
to proceed to every district to have the information about the where- 
abouts of the deserters. 

The new influx starting from 1st January, 1964 has created special 
problem. The Government of India has undertaken the responsibility 
of rehabilitating only those among the new migrants who wish to settle 
outside West Bengal. Pursuant to this, the State Government’s 
responsibility has been to arrange for their reception at border check 
points and dispersal to Mana wherefrom the Government of India has 
been settling them in Dandakaranya area and in other States. The 
State Government has no say in the matter. 

Interested in the welfare of the new migrants, the State Govern- 
ment has requested the Government of India to enquire and let the 
State Government know why they are deserting in such large numbers. 
Such information has not yet been made available to the State 
Government yet.

There was no 
untoward incident at the meetings addressed by the Minister. 

Regarding the incident at Samuktala Hat facts ate as follows : 

In the afternoon of 10th December 1965 when an operator of 
Publicity Department was giving due publicity of the new food policy 
at Samuktala Hat, P. S. Alipurduar, he was manhandled by a group 
of Hat people there. On receipt of information SI B. Lama on duty at 
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a neighbouring checkpost hastened to the spot but be was also 
assaulted. Information was sent over telegram to Alipurduar P. S. 
when 0/C. with force hastened to Samuktala Hat. On arriving at 
the Hat 0/C. rounded up 23 persons from among those who had 
become violent and assaul|ed the Publicity operator and the 
Sub-Inspector. 

Over this incident Alipurduar P. S. Case No. 6, dated 10th 
December 1965, under sections 147/148/149/332/323, IPC and 41(A) 
of DI Rules was started. 

S. D, O. and S. D. P. O. also visited the spot. There was no 
interference with purchase of paddy by D. P. Agents.

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GALLING ATTENTION TO MATTERS OF URGENT PUBLIC IMPORTANCE 

Mr. Chairmao < The Mini8ter>in-Charge of Food and Supplies 
Department will please make a statement on the subject of seizure of 
rice and paddy by Police in cordon area without giving any receipt, 
called attention by Sbri Sanat Kumar Raha on the 17th December, 
1965. 


Shri Smarajit Bandyopadhyay x Sir, in reply to the Calling Attention 
notice of Shri Sanat Kumar Raha, regarding the alleged seizure of rice 
and paddy by Police in cordon area without giving any receipt, I want 
to make the following statement : 

Sir, a copy of the seizure list prepared by the Police personnel, 
on duty, immediately after the seizure, is made over to the person from 
whom rice and paddy are seized. Only in case of seizure of unclaimed 
rice and paddy no receipt can possibly be made over to anybody. 

All rice and paddy seized by the cordoning Police are deposited 
at the Thana concerned, along with a copy of the relevant seizure list. 
At the Thana, a property Register is maintained for keeping the 
account of the seized food>stuffs. The seized rice and paddy are kept 
in the Police Malkbana till the disposal of the case under order of the 
Court. Whenever any such seized article is disposed of it is done 
under the direction of the Court through the Food Department and 
the sale proceeds are deposited to the Treasury. 

As regards the permissible quantum of food-stuffs, it may be 
stated that only a bonafide adult visitor to the rationed area is 
allowed to bring food-stuffs not exceeding 2kgs, for his own personal 
consumption. The cordoning Police has been instructed to exempt 
only such persons from seizure.

Want of accommodation in the High Court Building 

*527. (Admitted question No. '*‘2558.) Shri Kaihi Kanta Maitra t 
Will the Minister-in-charge of the Judicial Department be pleased 
to sute — 

(a) if it is a fact that for want of accommodation in the High 
Court Building Additional and/or New Judges could not be 
appointed in the High Court in Calcutta ; and 

(b) if so, will the Minister be pleased to state the reasons why 
additional constructions could not be made ? 

Shri Iswar Das Jalan : (a) Yes. 

(b) In order to provide additional accommodation for the High 
Court the Government has already sanctioned the construction of a 
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two-storeyed building with the foundation for a six-storeyed one on the 

land at the west of the Assembly House for the Office and the Record 
Room of the High Court. Necessary provisions for the purpose have 
also been made in the Budget for the current year, but it has not been 
possible to take up the construction for non-availability of vacant 
possession of the land on which the building is proposed to be cons- 
tructed. All possible steps are being taken by Government to start 
the construction work as early as possible. 

Steps have, in the meantime, been taken for providing additional 
accommodation by making suitable additions and alterations in the 
present High Court building and the work of construction of 4 additional 
court rooms and 5 additional chambers for the Judges has already been 
taken up. Construction of 2 court rooms and 2 chambers has been 
completed and they will be ready for use in the first week of January. 
1966. Construction of 2 more court rooms and 3 more chambers has 
made much progress and those are expected to be ready for use in 
February. 1966. 

Sbri Kashi Kanta Maitra : Will the Hon’ble Minister be pleased 
to state if it is a fact that the State Government had sanctioned a sum 
of about R8.22 lakhs for construction of a new building, new annexe, 
for the Calcutta High Court ? If so. when it was first sanctioned ? 

Shri Iswar Das Jalan : It was sanctioned some time ago, but there 
was some difficulty about it. So far as the present year is concerned 
Rs.6 lakhs has been provided for in the budget. 

Shri Kashi Kanta Maitra ; Please answer my supplementary. The 
State Government had sanctioned an amount of Rs 22 lakhs, not a small 
amount. The said amount was going back as unspent merely because 
of the complete dereliction of duty of the departmental officers and 
latches of the departmental officers. Can’t you give us the date when 
the amount was first sanctioned v 

Shri Iswar Das Jalan ! I don’t find it in the papers here. 

Shri Kashi Kanta Maitra : Since when the State Government 
realised that as a result of lack of accommodation facilities Additional 
Judges were not being appointed although the High Court was in 
need of Additional Judlges for quick disposal of arrear cases v 

Shri Iswar Das Jalan t I think the Additional Judges were sanctioned 
only a year ago. Since then we have been trying to accommodate the 
Judges in the existing building. So far at the annexe which we propose 
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to construct, there were certain difficulties and on account of those 
difficulties it could not be proceeded with. This year we have allotted 
Rs.6 lakhs for the purpose. 

Shri Kashi Kanta Maitra : So far as the main building is concerned 
4 additional court rooms are being improvised; but do you know that 
the High Court is going to have about 9 more Judges including the 4 
Additional Judges ? If they do so, how can the construction of 4 rooms 
help the elevation of the members of the Bar or the Higher Judicial 
Service to the High Court Bench

Shri Iswar Dat JaJan ; So far as my information goes, it is only 
for the Judges who are going to be appointed. If there be vacancies 
for more Judges, which I believe, there is, the rooms are already there. 
They do not require additional rooms. It is only for the Additional 
Judges that we are providing for these rooms. 

Shri Kashi Kanta Maitra : Will be Hon* ble Minister be pleased to 
give us an assurance as to the time by which the new annexe of the 
Calcutta High Court is going to be completed ? 

Shri Iswar Das Jalan : That will take some time.

The Minister for Development and Planning : Brief outlines of the 
South Subarban Water Supply Scheme (2nd phase) and the Manikhali 
Basin Drainage Scheme are appended herewith. 

Statement referred to in reply to unstarred question No 852 

Brief outline of South Subarban Water Supply Scheme (Second Phase) 

South Suburban Water Supply Scheme has been drawn up for a 
designed population of 1.75 lakhs for which a supply of 3.5 m g.d. is 
required @ 20 g.p.c.d. This water would be drawn from 10 Nos. of S'" 
dia. tube-well by pumping 16 hours a day each tube-well yielding 
22,000 g.p.he 

The municipality has been divided into five new zones for the 
purpose of the Scheme. The present distribution of population is 
however very irregular and more than 80 per cent, of the population is 
concentrated in the northerm three zones. The southern two zones are 
very sparsely populated and the developments too are very widely 
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scattered. For the purpose of deriving the maximum benefit from a 
limited capital outlay the entire water supply scheme has been divided 
into two phases, of which phase I has been completed. Phase II 
consisting of waterworks for the southern two zones and some extension 
of the work of the Northern three zones. 

Works under phase II of the scheme would include complete 
waterworks and distribution system for the remaining portion of the 
municipality not covered by works under phase I, additional tube^wells 
for four number of zones : elevated reservoir for three number of zones 
and extension of distribution mains as necessary have also been included 
so as to eflFect a complete and comprehensive water supply system 
throughout the municipal areas. 

The scheme was prepared in year 1958 and works are being taken 
up. The growth of population of the Municipality has not been very 
uniform as envisaged earlier. The municipal authorities have requested 
to consider this factor before taking up execution. Any addition and 
alteration that may be necessary due to this factor in the present 
scheme will be made. 

Brief outline of the Manikhali Basin Drainage Scheme 

Area ; 

The Basin covers an area of 22 Sq. miles of land of which about 
3.31 Sq miles lie within the jurisdiction of the Calcutta Corporation 
and remaining 18 69 Sq. miles within the notice-stations of Metiabrur, 
Garden Reach, Behala and Mahestala of 24-Parganas district. It 
incorporates the wholi of Garden Reach Municipal area and a portion 
of the South Suburban Municipal area, west of Diamond Harbour Road. 
The Scheme : 

The sanctioned schemes estimated to cost of Rs.30 lakhs provides 
fof (i) resectioning of the new Manikhali Khal, the old Manikhali Khal 
and the Hayatpur Khal, (.li) excavation of new branch channels with 
regulators at their outfall ends, Ciit) additional sluice and remodelling 
of existing sluices at the outfall of the new Manikhali Khal, (iv) a single 
vented sluice at the outfall and of the Old Manikhali Khal, (v) streng- 
thening and repairing of the existing sluices on Hayatpur Khal. and 
(vi) remodelling and reconstructing the Railway and road bridges and 
other ancillary works. 

Benefits : 

Out of total basin area of 22 Sq miles 18 Sq. miles are non-agricul- 
tural and the remaining 4 Sq. miles are agricultural in nature out or 
which 1 Sq. mile will be fully benefited and 3 Sq. miles will be partly 
benefited. The removal of drainage congestion in the urban and semi- 
urban areas will be a boon from the point of view of sanitation and 
would help in industrial growth.

The Calcutta Metropolitan Water and Sanitation Antfaorily Bill, 1965 
as reported by the Select Committee 

Shri Saila Kumar Mukherjee ; Sir, I beg to move that the Calcutta 
Metropolitan Water and Sanitation Authority Bill, 1965, as reported 
by the Select Committee, be taken into consideration. 

Sir, at the time of introduction of the Bill I made some observations 
about the necessity of this Bill which is a new measure so far as this 
country is concerned. Sir, it is very gratifying to note that members 
of the Select Committee have made very drastic alterations in this Bill. 
I am grateful to the members of the Select Committee for the great 
pains they have taken in finishing the deliberations of the Select 
Committee on the Bill within a very short period of time. As a matter 
of fact, they realised the urgency of it, and perhaps this is the first 
occasion that during tHh time when the Assembly was in session such 
an important Bill got through the consideration of the Select Committee. 
Sir, It is also gratifying to note that in the various notes of dissent of 
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the members of the Select Committee there is a note of unanimity — they 
have all felt that there is necessity for such an authority. Sir, that is 
a very gratifying feature. 

Sir, I will now confine myself to certain preliminary observations. 
Sir, five broad objections have been disclosed in the several notes of 
dissent of the dissenting members. The first objection is that the 
Bill is undemocratic in principle because it takes away the powers of 
local bodies and it is opposed to the policy of decentralisation of power. 
Sir, I may mention in the first instance that power of local bodies are 
enumerated in the Bengal Municipal Act and the Calcutta Municipal 
Act. There are nearly eighteen chapters on public health, safety and 
convenience in the Calcutta Municipal Act, defining the duties, powers 
and functions which the Calcutta Corporation is expected to perform. 
Similary in the Bengal Municipal Act there is a section in which nearly 
two dozens of objectives are specified which are the functions of 
municipalities and which they arc bound to carry on under the provisions 
of the Act. What powers has this legislation taken from those Acts ? 

Sir, as far as the Calcutta Municipal Act is concerned out of 
18 chapters, specific powers under two chapters are taken and in so 
far as the Bengal Municipal Act is concerned, out of two dozen 
objectives only about three powers have been taken. What arc those ? 
Those are water-supply sewerage and drainage, and of course, the 
Members of the Select Committee have also included the power to take 
up removal of garbage. Therefore, the question that powers have been 
taken away from the local bodies does not stand scrutiny even for a 
moment. Then what is the necessity of this Bill f It has been 
repeatedly said and I have also said at the time of introduction of the 
Bill that the work which this authority takes upon itself is not because 
of any mal-administration, inefficiency or distrust of municipal bodies 
or corporation. Sir, I want particularly to disabuse the public mind 
of the criticisms unjustly levelled that Government are taking up the 
measures because the municipalities are inefficient and unable to do 
this and that. Nothing of the sort. Why arc these powers being 
taken away ? — because these problems of water-supply, drainage and 
sewerage of a big metropolitan district, cannot be carried out by 
several diversified agencies, and they can only be effectively done by 
one agency. 

Sir, in introducing this Bill in the House on the 12th November 
last I made it amply clear that such fragmented efforts of different 
individual local bodies either by themselves or by any conveivable 
voluntary arrangement could not succeed because of contravention of 
the basic technological imperatives. It is technologically impossible 
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to lolve these problems as during the last 100 years it has been proved 
that these problems could not be solved when the people of Metropolitan 
Calcutta and industries located within it must draw upon the same 
underground water resoutcsi and when sewerage and drainage of the 
area are physically connected with a few drainage basins with some 
rivets and other channels, it is not technically feasible to leave these 
problems for being tackled in fragments by different local bodies. 
The physical feature and lay out of the terrain of the whole of 
Metropolitan Calcutta district are such that anyone local body cannot 
solve the problem without involving its neighbours and the failure of 
anyone must necessarily jeopardise the service of not only of the 
immediate neighbour but many others. Sit, I am citing some examples — 
and it has been the experience of everyone of my friends— to show why 
this is so. Sir, I take the case of drainage and sewerage in the 
Metropolitan Calcutta. In Calcutta Metropolitan district there are 
drainage basins which cater to more than one Municipality. For 
instance, the Bagjola Basin is responsible for drainage of Cossipore- 
Chitpore area falling within the jurisdiction of the Calcutta Corporation, 
three Dum Dum Municipalities, Baranagore Municipality and Kamarhatty 
Municipality. Therefore, Sir, it is physically and technologically 
impossible to solve the problem of drainage and sewerage by one 
municipality. The drainage alignment of Calcutta Corporation passes 
through the jurisdiction of South Dum Dum Municipality, Similarly 
the drainage of Baranagore Municipality passes through the jurisdiction 
of Kamarhatty, Dum Dum and South Dum Dum Municipalities. In the 
Manikhali basin the drainage from portions of Calcutta Corporation. 
South Suburban Municipality and Garden Reach Municipal areas is 
discharged. Besides a certain portion of drainage from the Port 
Commissioners’ areas also finds its way into the same basin. 

[4-10—4-20 p.m.] 

The drainage congestion of South Suburban Municipality and 
Behala is primarily due to congestion in the main drainage canal for 
which no single authority nor the South Suburban Municipality can 
be blamed. Similar is the case with Chandernagore Corporation on the 
western bank. Champdani and Bbatpata Municipalities have single one 
drainage basin. Barrackpore and North Barrackpore Municipalities also 
contribute to a single drainage basin. At present Budge Budge is 
proposed to be supplied with potable water from underground sources. 
The underground water-supply in this area is extremely unsatisfactory. 
It is bricky, hard and contains iron to an undesirable degree. The only 
gol qrinn for Supply of Water to the municipalities south of Calcutta area 
is to provide filtered water from surface water sources. It would be 
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impossible for Budge Budge, Garden Reach and other municipalities 
in the south to provide satisfactory potable water in these areas unless a 
joint venture is made and a betterment plant is constructed somewhere 
near Garden Reach. It would be uneconomical and impractical to have 
individual sources of water for each of these municipalities. Similar is 
the case on the question of water supply. We have said that as a result 
of the Master Plan we are trying two sources. When the big Master 
Plan will take effect, more so when the Farakka Barrage will be 
constructed, vast volume of water from the barrage will be at the 
disposal of the Government. This metropolitan district wants to utilize 
these sourcee for the benefit of all these 32 municipalities and three 
corporations. What is the present capacity of municipalities in 
contributing water ? You will be shocked to hear of the poor supply 
of drinking water which has gone to our people through these munici- 
palities in 1965. Sir, on an average the per capita supply of 20 gallons, 
per day, is the minimum water-supply of these municipalities. There is 
no civilized country in the world where less than 50 to 60 gallons 
per capita per day of continuous supply is made. Therefore this 
Metropolitan Board is planning a per capita supply of 60 gallons per day 
with continuous supply without break. A system cannot be achieved 
piecemeal by fragmented effort of different municipalities. This disposes 
of the firbt objection that we are taking away the powers of local bodies 
are inefficient and incompetent to discharge the duties. Nothing of the 
kind. The Act is not contemplated on the basis of inefficiency, 
maladministration or incapability. The Act is based on modern science 
and technology to supply water and improved sanitation on a compre’ 
hensive basis. It has been followed all over the world in metropolitan 
districts. Sir, the third objection that has been levelled by some of the 
dissentient members in their note of dissent is that this authority will 
be a bureaucratic body and not a democratic set-up. After the Bill has 
come changed in its complexion from the Select Committee I do not 
sec how my friends who were members of the Select Committee 
themselves and whose efforts these dynamic changes have brought about 
could not accuse us of making this body bureaucratic. Sir, the General 
Council has been expanded from the original Bill. It consists of 
50 members out of whom 30 will come from the State Legislature and 
elected municipal representatives. 

Out of the remaining 20, only 3 are nominated mebers and the rest 
are ex officio members of the Council. Out of a body of 50, there are 
only 13 official members of different departments charged with the duty 
and responsibility of looking into the problems of sanitation, health, 
water supply and allied matters ; and. Sir, they have not been given even 
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powers to vote to influence the democratic voice of the people. Therefore, 
the charge that this body is a bureaucratic body is the unkindest cut 
of all. I submit, Sir, we have done our very best to give this Bill a 
democratic set up. Even for JLhe main body, the executive body which, 
in the original Bill, had three whole time paid Directors, this character 
has been changed by adding three elected representatives of the people 
as part time Directors. In this Bill, the Board of Directors has been 
made responsible for day-to-day adminitration and for implementing the 
policies of the General Council. I submit. Sir, in that set up, who can 
call it a bureaucratic body ? 

Secondly, Sir, about the powers of the General Council, as it has 
emerged from the Select Committee, we can see that the General Council 
is now responsible for finally approving the budget, for approving the 
programmes, for approving the schemes of fees, taxations and rates, 
and other general matters which did not appear in the original Bill. 
I do hope that the General Council will discharge its responsibility to 
the satisfaction of everybody in this new complexion of things wherby 
we ase trying to improve and create a new metropolitan district with 
specified powers in three subjects water supply, drainage- and sewerage 
to improve sanitation. 

Now, Sir, there is a third point ; that is about taxation. Some 
members had suggested that as a result of this Bill the burden of taxation 
will increase. Sir, I beg most humbly to submit that complete safeguard 
has been given by section 27 of the Act whereby any double taxation by 
the Municipalities and this Authority has been debarred and prevented. 
There cannot be a question of the rate payers paying double taxation to 
the Municipality and again to the local Authority for the same services. 

I would like to read section 27 of the Act which states thus in clear and 
unequivocal language : "On and from the date the Authority takes up 
the responsibilities for one or more of the services relating to water- 
supply, sewerage, drainage, collection and dispopal of night-soil and 
collection and disposal of garbage, the municipal corporations and 
m uni cipalities concerned shall correspondingly reduce their rates by 
such percentage as the State Government may in consultantion with the 
municipal corporations and municipalities concerned determine." 
Therefore, safeguard has been given. However what is the new scheme 
by which the Sanitation Authority wants to regulate its taxes ? Water 
supply vrill not be taxed any more as has been in the present circums- 
tances. What is the present system r There is a water rate prevailing 
and on that water rate everybody in that area is charged irrespective 
of consumption. 
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[4-20—4-30 p. m.] 

The rich people, the industriel people who consume more water 
pay the same rate as the poor rate-payers and at their cost, but the 
poor rate-payers do not get the same quantity of water as the rich people 

followed the practice 

prevailing in the civilised countries i. e. paying on the basis of consump- 
tion— no taxes, as you consume so you pay. If a middleman who has 
two rooms or one room, consumes less, he pays less for the water supply. 
If he consumes more as the industrialists and rich do he has to pay for 
the rest. Just as he pays for the electricity, just as he pays for the 
telephones, similarly water supply is attempted to be charged on the 
basis of consumption system to prevent exploitation of the poor by 
uniform rate for everybody. Now. Sir. what about sewarage ? We 
have not laid down any taxes for sewarage because sewarage is a water- 
borne device coming from the water supply. Therefore, sewerage 
charges are based on the actual cost of surcharge on the water — no 
taxation, but actual cost based on the surcharge. There are other 
charges like removal of garbage, night-soil, cost of capital expenditure, 
loan payment, sinking fund, and taxes have to be raised for the balance 
for maintenance. To what extent has it been done — less than 
half the rate now prevailing in the Bengal Act or the Calcutta 
Corporation has been fixed as ceiling — for the lowest rate lower than 
the ceiling now prevailing in the Calcutta Municipal Act which 
provide five percent. Similarly a graduated scale has been levied from 
5 per cent to 7 per cent and 10 per cent maximum. That does not menn 
that will be levied, that is the ceiling rate. It depends on what we 
require. If we find that there is one per cent by which our charges are 
covered, taxes will be one per cent. If we find that taxes will be 
covered by 2 per cent we will go up. We cannot go up beyond 5 per 
cent for valuation of less than one thousand. For poorer section of the 
people greater relief has been given. Therefore. I humbly submit that 
even on the question of taxation care has been taken to see that tax 
burden is not unnecessarily charged on the poc^r. Of course, if we 
want a better city, if want a modern city, if we want to increase the 
amenities in the modern city, we must be prepared to pay for it. We 
cannot have it without paying for the luxaries or without paying for 
the convenience or more amenities. Complete safeguard has been 
given to see that they arc not unduly taxed, they are not doubly taxed. 
Now. the last point on which my friends in their note of dissent have 
made an allegation, is that there is too much foreign interference in 
our civic matter an they have branded it as deregatory to the country. 
Sir, I would place before you who are these foreign agents, from whom 
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we expected to get benefit. I am proud that help is coming not from 
any foreign power but from a world body on which India is proud 
to be a member along with all other countries—whether of the east or 
the west, whether of the capitalistic countries or socialistic countries. 
That body is given help and we are proud of that. In making a great 
city of Calcutta, a metropolitan city of Calcutta, we have been able to 
get help from that body. Our great late lamented leader, Dr. Bidban 
Chandra Roy. than whom there is no single physician who knew the 
maladies of Bengal, initiated his brain to persuade the Central 
Government to pursuade Ford Foundation and United Nations to give 
their attention to the problem city of Calcutta. 

Sir. the whole thing is based on the report of the world experts 
on health, the World Health Organisation, that Calcutta is the centre, 
the focus, of cholera and endemic diseases not only in India, not only 
in Asia but also in the whole world, and therefore it needs attention 
in a scientific and technological way, and for that purpose, we are proud 
to say, we have got some help 

Sir, I would now place before the members to clear all their 
doubts as to what sources money has so far come and is expected to 
come from after the Bill is passed. Sir, in 1959 this House passed a 
unanimous resolution asking the Government to create this authority. 
We are coming with this Bill to-day with the sanctum sanction of this 
House and the Council. Now, Sir, with this Bill there is promise of 
help, and from whom T Sir, the World Bank is not a foreign agency. 
The World Bank's members are comprised of various countries including 
India, and India's money is involved in the World Bank Sir the World 
Bank has offered so far Rs. 5 lakhs 51 thousands for the purpose of a 
feasibility study of a second bridge over the Hooghly river. Then, Sir, 
the United Nations — it is not a foreign power, foreign government or 
foreign agency — is a world organisation of which many countries 
including Russia and other socialistic and capitalistic countries of Europe 
as well as India and other Asian countries are members. If our 
Government, through the State and the Centre, can persuade the United 
Nations to pay special attention to Calcutta, it is an aid without any 
string, it is an aid which should naturally come and we are proud of 
it. The United Nation's special fund has so far given us Rs. 32 lakhs 
52 thousands fund for what purpose ? It is for the preparation of a 
master plan for water supply, sewerage and drainage of the Calcutta 
metropolitan area. Sir, i^they have helped us in this present economic 
condition of ours to build a better Calcutta, a greater Calcutta and a 
cleaner Calcutta is there any fault in it ? That is my humble submi- 
ssion, Sir. Then. Sir, there is another agency, namely, the Ford 
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Foundation. It it not a government. The Ford Foundation is a world- 
wide philanthropic organisation which is extending its charities to many 
countries. My friends may laugh — laugh is sometimes better because 
ignorance is a bliss and therefore they are laughing. Sir, the Ford 

Foundation has given us help — and wc are proud to get it for our 

various institutions like universities, educational and other institutions 
and we shall endeavour to get enough help by our action as long as wc 
can, from the Ford Foundation. The Ford Foundation has given us 
Rs. 1 crore 63 lakhs 73 thousands for the preparation of the master plan 
for the metropolitan district, for experiment and housing construction, 
for housing arrangement, training of officers of the C.M.P.O. in 
metropolitan and regional planning. Our young boys are trained both in 
regional and country and town planning at these expenses for the 
Central Government, State Governments and local bodies. Not one of 
these organisations is a foreign power. Therefore, Sir, these are the five 
main points that I have submitted. Sir, all my friends in their notes of 
dissent contend that there is necessity for this authority, they have 
conceded that the authority is needed, and I would therefore humbly 
submit that my friends should dispassionately and without prejudice 
kindly consider this very new piece of legislation whereby we are 
attempting to care a better Calcutta, a cleaner Calcutta and a healthier 
Calcutta. Calcutta is our pride, it is our dream, it is the nursery of 
patriotism and sacrifice in India from which wc want to remove all 
evils and spot out all evils from the civic life of Calcutta. 

I hope. Sir, members would kindly give their due consideration to 
this Bill.

Bonus Agreement 

1. This Agreement shall be known as the North-East Indian Tea 
Plantations Bonus Agreements 1965. 

2. It shall apply to all Tea Estates in West Bengal, Assam and 
Tripura. 

3. Bonus for the years 1962 and 1963 shall be paid before the end 
of December 1965, on the same basis as if the Payment of Bonus Act 
l%5had been applicable forthese years to the Tea Industry, except that — 

(a) the provisions in the Act for minimum and maximum 
bonus shall not apply, but the allocable surplus as 
defined in clause 2(4) of the Act shall be distributed 
as bonus. 

(b) the managerial staff shall be excluded from the calcula- 
tion and any payments made to them shall not be 
treated as bonus for any purpose whatsoever. 

(c) the provisions of Section 34 of the Act shall not apply.

4. Such turns at have already been paid to any employee in 1964 
and 1965 as ad hoc advances on account of bonus or Puja expenses 
for 1962 and 1963, and any sums paid in 1962 and 1963 as Puja Bonus 
e. g. in Cachar, and any other sums actually paid as bonus for 1962 and 
1963, shall be deducted from the amount of bonus payable to each 
employee under this Agreement. 

5. The workers agree that no dispute shall hereafter be raised 
regarding bonus for 1962 and 1963, unless it be with regard to the 
implementation of this Agreement. 

6. In the case of all establishments which in the accounting year 
1962 or 1963 incurred loss or did not have sufficient ‘ allocable surplus” 
within the meaning of the Payment of Bonus Act to pay to each 
employee Rs. 25/> (subject to proportionate reduction where the 
employee has not worked or been on authorised leave with wages for 
all the working days in the year) or 4% of his basic wages, dearness 
allowance, and interim wage increase (including leave wages and benefit), 
whichever is more, then the employer shall pay as a special allowance 
for the year in question, without prejudice to future payments of bonus, 
the aforementioned sum. 

Less such amounts, if any, as are payable under clause 3 above. 

The Special allowance payable under this Clause shall also be 
subject to the deductions referred to in clause 4 above. 

Any sum payable under this Clause shall not be regarded as bonus 
for the purpose of the Payment of Bonus Act, in particular with regard 
to Section ^(2). 

Minors shall be paid half the above mentioned sums under the 
same provisos. 

No special allowance shall be paid to those who have worked less 
than 30 days in the year in question, or to any employee who has been 
dismissed for reasons described in clause 9 of the Act, during the year 
for which the allowance is paid. 

7. Each company shall send statements showing the calculation 
of allocable surplus as per the Bonus Act along with its audited balance 
sheet to the Central Offices of the Trade Unions. A further statement 
as per the attached proforma shall also be submitted for scrutiny. 

8. Nothing in this Agreement shall prejudicially afiPect any worker 
who is governed by any Award settlement or Company Scheme which 
provides higher benefits. 

9. In the event of the employer in any establishment governed by 
clause 6 being unable to pay bonas or special allowance in accordance 
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with this Agreement before 31tt December, 1965, he may in • consultation 
with the Union of the workers* postpone payment'to a date not beyond 
26th January, 1966.

CALLING ATTENTION TO MATTERS OF URGENT PUBLIC IMPORTANCE 

Mr. Speaker . Ministcr-in-charge of Food and Supplies Department 
will please make a statement on the subject of acute scarcity of kerosene 
oil in Calcutta— called attention by Shri Somnath Lahiri on the 2l8t 
December, 1965. 

Shri Smwajit Bandyopadhyay > Sir, in reply to the calling attention 
notice of Shri Somnath Lahiri, I beg to make the following statement. 

With the outbreak of Indo-Pak conflict in September last 20 per 
cent of available supplies of kerosene have had to be diverted to defence 
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needs— supply falling short of consumers* demand to that extent. Apart 
from this fact supply of kerosene was further affected by present import 
restrictions and short drawing from inland oil refineries. Of the five 
oil distribution companiesi the Indian Oil Company, being at present 
the only importer of kerosene, have become the major supplier in the 
market — about 60 per cent of the marketable product being accounted 
fur by them. 

There has been a sharp fall in the supply of kerosene in Calcutta 
and districts since the end of November 1965. 

While other oil distribution companies maintained their rate of 
supply more or less at the same level, the I.O.C. practically withdrew 
from the market during the period, having had a very nominal supply 
in December 1965 (up to 27.12.65) of 1330 kilolitres against their supply 
of 21,987 kilolitres in the preceding month. Supply by I O.C. to 
Calcutta dealers in December (up to 27.12 65) was 13:0 kilolitres against 
2335 kilolitres in the preceding month. We have had discussions with 
with the representative of the I.O C. in the matter on 29.12.65. It is 
learnt that unloading of kerosene from a Russian tanker at Calcutta 
port has since been completed on 22 12.65 and the company would be 
taking steps to restore the normal quota to kerosene agents and dealers 
in no time. 

West Bengal Kerosene Control has come into force with effect 
from 28 12.65 on publication in the Gazette. With licensing of agents 
and dealers and with measures to regulate distribution of kero.^ene 
throughout the State it is expected that with co-operation from oil 
distribution companies, particularly the I.O C., the situation would 
improve gradually.

retailers are expected to trade with the levy-free stocks of the producers. 
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Government proposes to purchase 15 lakh tonnes in terms of rice in 
1966 out of an expected production of nearly 50 lakh tonnes. The 
balance of 35 lakh tonnes will be available for consumption by the 
producers themselves for trade through these retailers. Government 
does not, therefore, propose to undertake supply of paddy or rice to 
the manufacturers of Cbira or Muri who can purchase their requirements 
at the controlled rates cither from the reghtered retailers or from 
the producers by registering themselves as retailers.

Mr. Speaker i ( 5 ^ a point of order Mr. Mukherjee, 

will you please enlighten us in the matter about the Point of Order that 
has been raised by Shri Panchu Gopal Bhaduri ? 

Shrl Sails Kumar Mukherjee i Sir. the Point of Order raised by 
the honorable member has no substance because be has started saying 
that under this Section virtual supersession has been made. Really 
Section 23 is the main Section which provides that if and when the 
authority take over some of the services of any municipality, they can 
do it under certain conditions. The power of supersession it a statutory 
power given by a Statute under the Bengal Municipal Act or the 
Calcutta Municipal Act. but this Section does not give any power to 
supersede. It is the statute which can do that. If by a Statute the 
power of supersession is provided then this House is the supreme 
authority to pass such Statute for supersession. Firstly that no superse- 
ssion comes under this Section. Secondly Section 23 deals with the 
question of taking away of some services, as specifically laid down, and 
this is not a statutory power for supersession. This House has the 

power to creat those provisions which are effective, giving sanction that 

under some conditions some services may be taken over with the consent 
of the municipality, with the approval of the Government and with 
specific provision. Therefore, Sir. it does not delegate any of the powers 
to supersede. In any event assuming that it is not a Statute, this House 
it the supreme authority to enact such legislation that can do it.

Clauses of the Bill that may be discussed and the House can come to 
a decision. 

Shri Kashi Kanta Maitra : Sir. I am drawing the attention of the 
Hon’ble Minister to the provisions of clause 88 of this Bill, My learned 
friend Mr. Bhaduri raised the point of virtual supersession. This clause 
says : “With efiFcct from the date of vesting in the Authority of any 
of the services of water-supply, sewerage, drainage, collection and 
disposal of night-soil and collection and disposal of garbage in any area, 
the provisions of the Calcutta Municipal Act, 1951, or the Calcutta 
Municipal Act, 1923 as in force in the Municipality of Howrah, or the 
Bengal Municipal Act, 1932, or the Chandernagorc Municipal Act. 1955, 
or the Howrah Municipal Act, 1965, as the case may be, or any other 
Act for the time being in force relating to such service shall stand 
repealed in the area.” Pausing here for a moment, I am appealing to 
you to re-consider the arguments advanced very ably by my learned 
friend Mr. Bhaduri. Mr. Bhaduri’s real point was that there is, by and 
large, virtual supersession. In eflFect and substance, the existing 
Municipal Corporations of the 35 Municipalities are being denied or 
robbed of the basic statutory rights and obligations confcried on such 
statutory bodies by the Bengal Municipal Act. Here you will find that 
apart from the question of supersession this Act is going to divest the 
existing Municipalities of certain rights. This clause 88 is delightfully 
vague. There is no mention as to which of the sections of the Bengal 
Municipal Act would stand repealed vis-a-vis the present Bill. Therefore, 
in the absence of specific provision in the Bill itself while the powers 
are enjoyed by the Municipal Corporation under the Bengal Municipal 
Act of 1932 in regard to the sanitation, conservancy or sewarageor 
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nifht soil or removal of garbage etc., these powers would on the date 
of vesting of this new authority stand divested on these authorities. 
Therefore, the relevant provisions of the Bengal Municipal Act, 1935 
have to be dealt with particularly in the Bill. In the absence of that) I 
submit. Sir, this Bill is absolutely vague and on the basis of that new 
Corporation cannot be clothed with such wider powers, and simul- 
taneously by implication we cannot treat as though the existing 35 
Municipalities would stand robbed of or divested of the fundamental 
rights conferred so long on them and enjoyed by them under the Bengal 
Municipal Act of 1935. Therefore, in the absence of specification of 
the relevant provision of the Bengal Municipal Act, the present Bill is 
definitely bad. Sir, I am drawing your attention particularly to the 
schedules. There are seven schedules. There you will find that there 
is mention of (a) amendment to the Calcutta Improvement Act, 1911, 
(b) amendment to the Howrah Improvement Act, 1956. I do not 
understand what stood in the way of incorporating the schedules 
pointing out that these are relevant provisions of the Bengal Municipal 
Act which will be repealed on the date on which power is to be deemed 
to be vested on the new Metropolitan Authority. Therefore in the 
absence of that, the Bill cannot be proceeded with. 

Shri Saiia Kumar Hukherjee : Sir, the only point I want to clarify 
is that this Bill comes under the provision of the Constitution. Sir, 
entries 5, 6, 17, 49, 64 and 66 in List II and in entry 44 in List III of the 
Seventh Schedule of the Constitution give legislative powers to the 
State clearly to invoke under this Act. Therefore, this House has 
power to enact statutes on this subject, and in our opinion we have 
enacted them. The point raised by the member is that we have not 
mentioned the section. Sir, clause 88 must be read with the previous 
clause 23. When in clause 23 the question of vesting arises, then what 
will happen ? Paritucularly, municipal bodies and the authorities will 
discuss the nature of vesting and what would be transferred Sir, 
there is the provision— my friend has ignored sub-clause 4 of clause 23 
It is mentioned there that any dispute arising in connection with vesting 
of any property or asset under sub-section il), < 2), (3) shall be referred 
to the State Government whose decision thereon shall be final. There- 
fore, the vesting is not automatic vesting. There is scope for consider- 
ing all disputes between the local authorities and this statutory authority 
—that is completely safeguarded. Under clause 83 when the final 
vetting takes place, if vhe Government takes decision, then what will 
happen ? What does Clause 88 say ? The corresponding provision 
of the Act will be repealed. Therefore, this House has authority to 
completely repeal a statute. This House is the supreme body to repeal 
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a part of the statiite. In view of this matter, Sir, this Bill clearly comes 
under the purview of the entries in List II. the numbers of which I have 
already mentioned from the Constitution. This House is quite 
competent to pass the Bill as drafted.

Dr. Abn Asad Mohammad Obaidnl Ghaai : Sir, I beg to move that 
the Bill be circulated for the purpose of eliciting opinion thereon by 
the Slst March, 1966. 

Sir, I rise in support of my circulation motion. In the introductory 
speech the Hon’ble Minister repeatedly assured us that this Bill has not 
been brought due to failure and incompetence of the existing local bodies. 
It is not due to their inefficiency that water-supply and drainage of the 
Calcutta Metropolitan area had not improved during the last 18 years. 
The Government has also to share the responsibility for the same. 
Works of such magnitued could not have been carried out by these 
Municipalities with their fragmented efforts and technological short- 
comings. This is very true. But is this the whole truth or is there 
something else 7 That is the question. Or there is something behind 
it, some bidden power manipulating from behind the curtain to create 
an absolute authority, over and above these municipalities to control 
things in Greater Calcutta. Is the Calcutta of nightmares, Calcutta 
of processions or of agitations ? What is the use of this Bill that we are 
discussing when Howrah continues to stink and the Government is totally 
callous about it ? While the Hon’ble Minister was indulging in platitudes 
on the floor of the Assembly, his spokesman the Statesman, the so-called 
friend of India, came out with a stinking editorial in which it described 
as “proved incompetents" the Councillors of Calcutta Corporation, 
the members of the municipalities and the zilla parisbads. This has let 
the cat out of the bag which reminds me of Or. Jekyll on the floor of 
the Assembly and Mr. Hyde in the columns of the Statesman two faces 
of the same force. I have seldom missed the editorial columns of this 
distinguished paper but I do not remember to have seen anything more 
stinking and insolent than this editorial during the post independence 
days. The Amrita Bazat Fatrika of today has also hastened to join 
the same band wagon with a similar stinking editorial. I wish 
Sbri Tarun Kanti Ghosh was here to note it. If the Hon’ble Minister 
was at all sincere about his platitudes for the self-governing institutions 
he could establish the same which he did not do. He could have formed 
the C.M.P.O. authorities with the representations of these local bodies, 
the municipalities or the local bodies concerned, and nominated a few 
engineers and experts. Instead he chose to do the command petformance 
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«t the dictates of the World Health Organisation, Ford Foundation and 
the World Bank. He proudly declared that India was also a member 
of the World Health Organisation. True, but at what end f Who 
calls the tune and who pays the piper— -although only a pittance. This 
World Bank showed its insolence in financing the Haldia Port, which 
even our pro-American Government found it difficult to swallow. This 
World Bank has recently examined the workings of our Third Five-Year 
Plan and handed over a scathing criticism to the Government of India 
specially in the field of agriculture. They are tremulously examining 
this criticism. They have to explain to the satisfaction of the World 
Bank soon, otherwise the meeting of the Aid India Club with respect 
to the aid for the Fourth Five-Year Plan will be delayed indefinitely. 
This is blackmail. This is not aid with mere strings, but with hanging 
ropes which will go on strangling all our efforts to independent growth. 
These are the forces that have dictated this Bill, and have demanded 
that this absolute authority must be created with full legal safeguards, 
before any money can be sanctioned, granted or advanced. Already 
lakhs of rupees have gone down the drain before the preliminary 
CMPO survey report has seen the light of the day. Foreigners have 
pried into many of our vital sectors* Aerial photographs are in their 
possession for the use of our enemies perhaps when required, and now 
they demand to be retained in the Project itself as various sorts of 
Consultants perhaps for sabotaging the whole thing in the long run. 
All this is dangerous high-handedness, specially in the present circum- 
stances. The angry and hasty rush in pushing this Bill through the 
Legislature is meaningful. Any delay is resented as was faithfully 
voiced by the same 'Statesman* editorial which ruefully says “On 
November 12 the Bill went to Select Committee. On December 8 it was 
denounced by a special meeting of the Calcutta Corporation and on 
December 13 by the Congress Municipal Association. Two days later 
the West Bengal Municipal Association was deciding to hold an anti-Bill 
Convention. Some Councillors talked of mass resignation or even a 
march on Delhi. But instead of welcoming all this as a sign that it was 
at last doing its job, the Ministry teemed to quail before their puny 
thunder.” This is the audacious comment of the 'Statesman'. 1 wonder 
how the Ministry cherishes this wanton insult. But this was the 
blatant way to put to the public that the Ministry was doing some 
unique, democratic feat by processing this Bill into its present form 
through the Select Committee. Nothing of the sort. The Board with 
the Chairman's casting vote remains all powerful. The General Council 
with the elected majority now remains an ineffective advisory body only. 
The World Health Organization, the Ford Foundation and the Wotld 
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Bank will have theit show and not the sewerage, not the Metropolitan 
Authority, but the poor people of the metropolitan area will go down 
the drain. That is way I propose that this heinous conspiracy should 
face the bar of public opinion.

Shri A. H> Besterwiteh : I am ju>t going to give you an example of 
the democracy which the Congress Government is speaking of. They 
have held up nearly 20 members of this House under the D I. Rules 
whereas not a single person was arrested under D. I. R. in Baruipur 
where there was a regular movement of the Congress for rice.

This is a mockery of democracy, and bow long you, sitting on 
the Chair and acting as a Judge— I call you a Judge in this House to 
dispense justice— bow long will you go on encouraging and supporting 
this mockery of democracy ? D. I. R is a violation of democracy. It is 
a nail in the coffin of democracy as has been voiced by no less a person 
than Mr. Setalbad, a former Attorney General of the Government of 
India. Sir, we have heard that Ministers have doubt about the 
integrity of the members who were arrested- They do not want to release 
them. Bur, Sir, these mambers can attend this Assembly under escort. 
This is done in some other countries. Why not here ? Sir, in this 
session we are going on passing Bills but they are not here. The Leader 
of Opposition and the Leader of the House are two wheels of the 
chariot. How can you go on passing business of the Houie without 
one wheel ? I am appealing to you. Sir, if you do not do anything if you 
do not take any action to bring these members here to attend the session 
you are not doing justice either to us. Sir, this is a mockery of 
democracy and you arc supporting it. Thank you. Sir,

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Mr. CkairmaB : The Minitter-iii«cbege, Food and Supplies Depart* 
ment will please make a statement on the subject of mass discontent 
of people in Baruiour P. S. in 24-Parganas for non-availability of rice- 
called attention by Shri Aswini Roy. Shrimati Ila Mitra and Dr. A. M. 
O. Gbani, on the 5tb of January, 1956. 

Shri Smarajit Baudyopadhyay : There has been poor crop in 
Baruipur Police Station this year and due to imposition of cordon 
supply of rice in the markent is not adequate which has resulted in 
in some rise in prices. 

The urban area is inhabited by people working in Calcutta and 
elsewhere. They are mostly daily passengers. 

On 2. 1. 66 when the M. R. shops in Hariharpur Anchal. P. S. 
Baruipur. failed to supply rice to the people, there was some agitation 
in front of the shops and the Anchal Parisbrd OfiBce. Shri Amalendu 
Gbosal, Prodhan of the Anchal, directed the trend of the agitation 
towords Police whereupon some 500 people under his leadership 
assembled before Baruipur P. S. at 12 00 hours on the same day and 
demanded the discontinuance of police action against the blackmarke- 
teers in rice and paddy. The O. C. Baruipur P. S., explained to the 
demonstrators that police only tried to enforce the Price Control Order 
in order to stop blackmarketing in foodgrains in the interest of the 
public and so they were not in a position to accede to their demand. 
Shri .Sakti Sarkar, M L.A , who came to the tbana at that time, tried 
to pacify the gathering, and the demonstrators left the place. There 
is no report of any death due to starvation or any other speci6c 
instances of discontent among the public in the locality.

Individuals will be eligible for all sizes of plots. Co-operative Housing 
Societies will be eligible for plots of 7 Cottahs and above at a con> 
cessional rate of Rs.6,500 per Cottab. A rebate of 5 per cent of the price 
for 2 and 3 Cottah plots and of 10 per cent of the price for bigger plots 
will be given if lump sum payment of the entire amount is made on 
allocation of the plot. The applicants selected for allotment of 
residential plots will be informed about the revised price in the letter 
of offer on allotment of plots and the final offer of allotment of plots 
will depend upon their agreeing to pay the revised price. Persons having 
an income above Rs.6,000 and up to Rs. 18,000 pet annum will be eligible 
for allotment of 2 and 3 Cottah plots ; but first preference will be given 
to the applicants with an income up to Rs.6.000 per annum, second 
preference will be given to those with an income up to Rs.9,000 per 
annum, and third preference will be given to those with an income 
up to Rs.18000 per annum. Applicants with an income above Rs,9,000 
per annum and up to Rs.18,000 per annum will be offered 4 Cottah 
plots if they so desire. 

Mr. Speaker t The Minister-in-charge of Refugee, Relief and 
Rehabilitation Department will please make a statement on the subject 
of refugees in West Bengal from different rehabilitation centres, called 
attention by Shri Gour Chandra Kundu. 

Shrimati Abba Maiti i This Government is aware that a large 
number of displaced persons have come back to West Bengal after 
deserting camps in other States. 
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The new influx starting from the 1st January, 1966, has created a 
special problem. Government of India in accordance with its policy 
has undertaken the responsibility of rehabilitating only those among 
the new migrants who wish to settle outside West Bengal. Pursuant 
to this the displaced families who expressed their willingness to resettle 
in other States were sent to camps as per advice of the Government of 
India. State Government’s responsibility with regard to these families 
was to arrange for their reception and dispersal only. Now that a large 
number of them have come over to West Bengal deserting camps in 
other States of their own accord, the State Government can hardly, 
in view of Government of India’s present policy, assist the deserters 
in the matter of their rehabilitation. 

No report of starvation among the deserter new migrants now in 
West Bengal has been received by the Government from any district. 
The District and Subdivisional Officers can help by arranging normal 
relief benefits as admissible under the rules in this State. 

Interested in the welfare of the new migrants the State Government 
has requested the Government of India to enquire into the matter and 
let the State Government know the reasons for such large scale desertion 
which is posing as a further problem to this State.

OBITUARY 

Mr. Speaker j Honourable members. 

It is my melancholy duty to announce the passing away last night 
at the age of 77 of Rai Harendra Nath Chaudhuri, the well-known elder 
statesman and former Education Minister of West Bengal. 

He was elected to the Bengal Legislative Council in 1920 and took 
a prominent part in its activites as the Secretary to the Congress Party 
in Council from 1926 to 1929. He was elected in the Bengal Legislative 
Assembly in 1937. He played a prominent role in the Opposition 
during the regime of the Muslim League. He entered the West Bengal 
Cabinet to take up the Education Portfolio in 1948 under Dr. B. C. Roy. 
A monumental work under his able stewardship was the passing of the 
Calcutta University Act, 1951. In 1957 he came back to the West 
'Bengal Legislative Council from the State Assembly and again as 
Education Minister was instrumental in establishing four new Univer- 
sities in West Bengal. The passing of the West Bengal Urban Primary 
Education Act, 1963, providing for free and compulsory primary education 
in the municipal areas, and of the West Bengal Board of Secondary 
Education Act, 1963, stands to the abiding achievements of Shri Rai 
Chaudhuri. He combined in himself the finest traditions of scholarship 
and simplicity which endeared him to all the members of this Legislature 
and other people who came in intimate contact with him. His association 
with this Legislature is still too fresh in the minds of his friends and 
colleagues to whom his passing away will be an irreparable loss. 
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Honourable memberr, I would now request you to stand in your 
places in silence for two minutes as a mark of respect and tribute to 
the memory of Shri Rai Chaudhuti.

In some cases, certain small rural areas along the fringes of these Civil 
Defence areas have also been provided with Civil Defence measures. 

(b) The Civil Defence Organisation is intended to enable the 
Civil population to bear the shock of enemy attack, particularly from 
the air, in order that the effect of enemy action on life and property 
may be minimised, morale kept up and production continued unimpaired 
These measures are limited to towns and installations declared as 
vulnerable by the Government of India. 

2 For attaining this object, the Civil Defence Organisation has 
to arrange warning the people of possible air raids, denying the enemy 
raiders the help of visible land>marks, reducing the effect of bombing, 
rescuing and giving relief to victims of enemy action, restoring essential 
Services, providing shelters against air attacks, maintaining production, 
instructing the people about measures of safety and keeping up morale. 

3 For discharging these duties, the Civil Defence Organisation has 
created Civil Defence Services in the vulnerable towns and installations. 
Arrangements have been made for securing intimation of possible air 
attacks and warning the poeple of these by sounding sirens and hooters 
which have been purchased and installed. Volunters, called Wardens 
have been recruited for reporting the exact spots of damage by enemy 
air attack to superior Civil Defence Authorities for providing relief. 
The strength of the regular Fire Service has been augmented for dealing 
with big fires started by the enemy’s action. House Fire Parties have 
been organised for dealing with small and incipient fires First Aiders 
have been recruited to form Mobile First Aiid Parties and Static and 
Mobile First Aid Posts for giving medical assistance to persons injured 
as a result of enemy action. Rescue Parties have been formed for 
rescuing people trapped as a result of enemy action. Beds in Hospitals 
have been increased for accommodating air raid casualties. 

4 Relief Centres have been opened and stocks of essential articles 
secured for giving relief to persons whose homes may be destroyed or 
damaged by air raids. 

5 Alternative arrangements for providing supply of water, 
electricity and other essential services in case of damage to them have 
been made in the target towns, together with arrangements for quick 
repairs to their systems. To deny the enemy raiders the benefit of light 
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in the vital towns and installations. Lighting Restrictions Orders have 
been passed and arrangements made to reduce lights at these places by 
various means including providing street lights with shades. 

6 Arrangements have been kept ready for excavating silt trenches 
at short notice for providing protection to members of the public. 

7 Publicity and propaganda have been undertaken for educating 
the public as to their duties in connection with Civil E>efence and for 
keeping up morale. For this purpose, publication in newspapers, radio 
broadcasts, cinema shows. Civil Defence demonstrations, distribution 
of Civil Defence literature, exhibition of Civil Defence posters and 
hoardings and similar other methods have been adopted. 

8 The Industries are being assisted in building up their Civil 
Defence Organistions on proper lines and making arrangements for 
maintaining production. 

9 Arrangements have been made for giving training to the large 
number of Civil Defence Workers practically all of whom are unpaid 
volunteers. Large quantities of equipment required for Civil Defence 
have been secured. 

10 Civil Defence measures are an extension of the peace-time 
functions of Government to suit war conditions. The responsibility 
for various aspects of Civil Defence has accordingly been placed on 
Departments of Government which administer similar subjects in 
peace-time, the Home Department of the State Government being 
responsible for residuary subjects and co-ordination. 

11 For conducting Civil Defence on proper lines, a Controller 
of Civil Defence, with a staff, has been appointed in each Civil Defence 
town. The Civil Defence organisation works practically entirely through 
volunteers, whose help is scught and secured by various means.

Mr. Speaker ; The Ministcr*in>charge of Food and Supplies 
Department will please make a statement on the subject of sudden 
stoppage of ration in Berhampore to persons bolding one bigba of land, 
—called attention by Shri Sanat Kumar Raba. 

Shrl Smarejit Bandyepadhyay ; Sir, in reply to the calling attention 
notice of Shri Sanat Kumar Raha, I beg to make the following statement : 

It was estimated that the average production of rice in a land 
bolding up to 1 acre will sustain an average family for 2i months. As 
such these families were left out of the purview of M R. till 14>3-65. 
Families having lands up to 3 bighas will fall in category ‘B’ and will be 
brought under M R. from 15th March. 

I can inform the House, Sir. that the Chief Minister hat directed 
that the persons having land of 1 bigha will be exempted, that is, will 
be given ration from the 1st of January. 

Mr. Speaker .- The Minister>in>charge of Food and Supplies Depart- 
ment will please make a statement on the subject of acute food crisis 
in Memari police-station, district Burdwan, due to closure of rice mills, 
-- called attention by Shri Sudhir Chandra Das. 

Shri Smerajli Bendyopadhyay i In Memari P.S. of Burdwan district, 
out of 66 licensed husking machines the functioning of 56 husking 
machines hat been prohibited by the District Magistrate. Care has been 
taken to keep at least one husking machine functioning for each Anchal 
for husking paddy of cultivators to produce rice for their own 
consumption. 

As the wholesale trade in rice and paddy has been banned and aii 
it is the policy of the Government to purchase entire marketable surplus 
paddy on Government account, there appears little scope for the husking 
machines to busk paddy for sale of rice in the open market. The 
functioning of husking machines, therefore, has little connefction'with 
the price of rice. 

According to report of the District Magistrate, Burdwan. Asansol 
subdivision and Purbasthali P.S. of Kalna have been stated as vulnerable 
areas. Memari P. S. has not been mentioned’ as a scarcity area by him. 
It has since been ascertained from the District Magistrate, Burdwan. 
that distribution of rice through M. R. has not yet been given effect 
to there. 

Persons in category ‘A’ only are being gradually brought under 
modMed ratkming and full scale M. R. operation.

Shri A. H. Besteraritch t Mr. Speaker, Sir, the Hon'ble Minister is 
violating the spirit of the Bill. She has given in the Statement of 
Objects and Reasons that the journey towards Southern States and back 
will almost exceed the limit of 3,000 miles. If that be the case taking 
something into consideration how can the Minister bring a Bill for 3,000 
miles journey for all-India purposes for the members of the West 
Bengal Legislative Assembly. She has brought in an amendment on 
the same subject increasing the mileage. It is just the same. She has 
only increased the kilometre by 28. It is a fact. Sir, that 3,000 miles is 
equivalent to 4,800 kilometre whereas, she has simply given us 28 
kilometre. I do not see the reason why she has come out with this Bill 
and with this amendment. I think, Sir, it will be advisable if the 
Hon'ble Minister really brings a Bill which will be of some consequence 
or of some help to the members by providing for increase at least to 
5000 miles. Now Sir, let us come to the Financial Memorandum, 
Regarding telephones, Calcutta and Howrah people are lucky. They 
always get the best part, they get statutory rationing, they get free 
movement of everything, all the facilities even free phone and we people 
living in the villages have got to live on Ganja.

Shri Saila Kumar Mukherjee t Sir, I have no objection. 

Mr. Chairman ; It will be done. 

Shri Saila Kumar Mukherjee : Sir, I may mention in the first 
instance that I could not refer the Bill to a Joint Select Committee 
because under the provisions of the Constitution it is a Money Bill 
and therefore under rule 75 of the Rules it can only be referred to a 
Select Committee of this House. That is why a Joint Select Committee 
could not be included 

As the House is aware, one of the major problems of 

environmental sanitation and public amenities in the Calcutta 
Metropolitan district and also to a large extent in other urban areas 
in the State has been growth of slums, and the prevalence of 
extremely insanitary conditions in which thousands of people have to 
live in these slums, deprived of basic amenities like water supply, 
sewerage and drainage. These slums or bustees are traditionally 

the foci for the incubation and spread of epidemic diseases. About 
l/4th of the population of over 30 lakhs in Calcutta, i. e, about 

7 lakhs of people live in slums. In the Howrah Municipal area, there 

is a bustee population of approximately 2 lakhs which amounts 
approximately to one>third of the total Municipal population.

Bustee lands cover approximately 1,700 acres in Calcutta and 600 acres 
in Howrah. In the Calcutta Municipal area there are about 40,000 
•afvice privies and in Howrah Municipal area there are over 36,000 
service privies most of which are in the bustee areas and which are a 
scandal to the civilised administration of the modern times. Sir, the 
very magoitude and urgency of the problems of slums in the urban

•rets calls for a bold and realistic measure aimed at ensuring at least the 
basic amenities of civic life to the large population who are living in such 
areas without a minimum of public facilitie.*^ and in environments which 
are conducive to the growth of diseases and epidemics. 

In the initial stages our thinking had been in the past to attempt 
to clear and re-develop slum areas under Slum Clearance Schemes and 
we passed some time ago Slum Clearance Legi^Iation. By the end of 
the Third Plan about nine thousand slum clearance tenements are 
expected to be completed in Calcutta* This is a very meagre total and 
does not even touch the fringe of the problem. But the major obstacle 
to a large programme of slum clearance and re-development has been 
the acute scarcity of resources. If enourraously larger resources are 
not available in the future it has been estimated that it would take nearly 
hundred years b^fore any sufficient amount of slum clearance could be 
done in order to meet at least the major portion of the requirements 
for new tenements to re-house bustee population. At the same time 
large numbers of bustee dwellers cannet be allowed to continue to live 
in such insanitary conditions. Apart from the inadequacy of bsMc 
civic amenities in such bustee areas causing in.anitary conditions 
endemic and epidemic dij^eases. their present condition is a threat to the 
sanitation of larger surrounding areas especially when there is an out- 
break of epidemics. After detailed consideration of all aspects of the 
matter the Government have been convinced that pending total clearance 
and re-development of the bustee areas which will take decades, some 
immediate steps are essential to provide these basic facilities. 

The provisions in the Calcutta Municipal Act, 1951 for preparation 
of standard bustee plans have been found completely inadequate to 
tackle the problem of this magnitude. As regards Calcutta Slum 
Clearance and Rehabilitation of Slum Dwellers* Act, 1958, also, the 
objective could not be achieved because of inadequacy of resources for 
the outright clearance and re-developments of slums as provided for in 
the Act. The present measure before the House, therefore, provides 
for improvement as well as clearance and re-development of the slum 
areas so that when adequate resources are not available for outright 
clearance and re-development at least improvement programmes for 
providing basic amenities in the bustee areas could be implemented. 
The Bill seeks to repeal the Calcutta Slum Clearance and Rehabilitation 
of Slum Dwellers* Act, 1958. 

The Bill provides for acquisition cniy of landlords and intermediary 
lessees* interests for implementation of the improvement programme. 
Since the object of the proposed slum improvement scheme is not to 
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execute a few isolated works for improvement but to secure compre- 
hensive improvement and environmental sanitation of the slum areas 
and to ensure proper and efficient management, maintenance and care 
of the facilities and the services provided in the course of execution 
of the improvement schemes, it has been found escential to have control 
over the entire bustee lands and not only over those pieces of land on 
which the works of improvement would be constructed. At the same 
time, however, for implementing an improvement programme it is not 
necessary to acquire the tbika tenants’ interests and therefore, acquisition 
only of the landlords* and intermediary lessees’ interests has been 
proposed in the initial stage. Such acquisition would also keep down 
the cost of improvement programmes to the minimum necessity. 

The Bill, therefore, provides for declaration of slum arers, improve- 
ment of slum areas, clearance and redevelopment of slum areas, power 
to control exection, addition and alteration of huts, etc., power to order 
demolition in certain cases, power to direct the carrying out of works 
of repair, power to direct conversion of service privy and service urinal 
into privy or urinal connected with the sewer mains, power to direct 
discontinuance of service privy and service urinal and power to do 
certain works by the prescribed authority. The improvement programme 
will also consist of works for the provision of water supply, underground 
sewerage, sanitary latrines and baths, street-lighting, widening and 
paving of pathways, filling up of insanitary tanks, low lands, etc., and 
such other works as may be deemed by the State Government necessary 
for the removal of insanitary conditions and overall improvement of 
environmental sanitation of the slum areas. After acquisition of the 
rights and interests of landlords and intermediary lessees the thika 
tenants would hold directly under the Government. It has been 
specifically provided in the Bill that enhancement of rent for any 
improvement done under this law will not be allowed. The only charge 
that the hutowners would be able to pass on to the actual occupiers 
would be the improvement levy, if any, imposed by the State Government 
at a rate not exceeding 20 per cent of the net annual value of the but 
or other structures for such periods not exceeding thirty years as the 
State Government may consider fit and proper. 

On acquisition, compensation to intermediaries for their rights 
and interests in land has been provided for at 20 times the net annual 
income from such land and in any hut or other structure owned by them 
at an amount equal to five times the net annual income from such hut 
or other structure. The thika tenants will be paid compensation for 
their rights and interests in the land and huts and other structures 
thereon owned by them at an amount equal to five times the net annual 
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income from such land and huts and other structures* The Bill also 
provides for speedy acquisition of land by issue of a notification of 
vesting of rights and interests of landlords and intermediary lessees. 

The present Bill before the House is a comprehensive law providing 
for both improvement and clearance of bustees or slum areas» improve* 
ment in environmental and sanitary conditions for living for thousands 
of bustee population of the State and for speedy acquisition of land for 
facilitating such improvements and clearance programmes. This 
legislation, therefore, will be a major step in our efforts to tackle the 
enormous problem of slum areas in the State to ensure to the people 
living in such areas a safer, healthier and cleaner environment to live in. 

Sir, all these years we have been attempting through measures in 
the Calcutta Municipal Act and the Slum Clearance Act to do something 
to the bustees but all our efforts have been wrecked at the bedrock of 
adequate resources. This is an attempt to quickly improve at least the 
sanitary conditions of all the slum areas with the least possible 
expenditure on the State exchequer. I hope this long-felt want will be 
remedied by the Bill and the members will have ample opportunity in 
the Select Committee to go through it clause by clause and see if any 
further improvement can be made on the provisions of the Bill as in 
the draft just now placed before the House.
